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New Orleans, December 16.—General 
Moorman, adjutant general of the United 
Confederate Veterans, died suddenly to- 
night. aged 61 years. 

He was on the staff of Forrest and other 
confederate leaders during the war. earn- 
ing many special] mentions, and was com- 
mander of Moorman’s cavalry battalion. 

He has been adjutant general of the 
United ConfdGeracy since its organization 
and was at work on preparations for the 
May reunion when .death claimed him, as 
he expired while at his desk in his New 
Orleans office. 

Genera] Moorman died. while dictatine 
a letter, of congestion of the lungs. but 
his collapse was really due to Overwor«. 
His physician endeavored to force him to 
rest Jjuring the day, but his orders were 
violated and Genera] Moorman’¢~ strong 
constitution gave way under the strain. 

General Moorman was 62 years of age 
and a native of Mississimi. After the 
war he was for some time commissioner 
of immigration of Louisiana.

He. requested that Mr. Bbwen assume 
charge of the Italian interests in Ven- 
a rey @ecretary granted this re- 
Bt, Subject to the approval of Ven- 
ezucla. Italy enters:the combination on 
the same plane as to abstention from 
territorial .seizures as .Germany and 
Great Britain. 

Falling to hear from Europe as to Mr. 
Bowen's proposal to arbitrate the Ven- 
ezuelan troubieg, Secretary Hay today 
addressed cablegrams to the United 
States ambassadors at London, Berlin 
and Rome instructing them to call the 
matter again to the attention of the 
governments to which: they are accred- 
ited with a view to securing an early ex- 
pression of opinion from them. 

The ‘Itallan ambassador explained to 
Secretary "Hay that it had been the hope 
of the Rome government at first.to reach 
a satisfactory settlement of her claims 
against Venezuela, such as France had 
secured. To this end a polite but firm 
note was addressed to the Caracas for- 
eign office, ‘after the ultimatums of Ger- 
many and.Great Britain had been sent. 
Pending a reply to this note the Italian 
authorities did not resort to drastic meas- 
ures. When the reply came it-was found 
to be not only a rejection of all Italy's 
demands, but its tone was wholly dis- 
pleasing and it was therefore necessary 
for Italy to follow suit with Germany and 
Great Britain and join in the allied naval 


| demonstration. 


So far as Secretary Hay’s proposal to 
the powers for arbitration is concerned, 
it is learned from an official source that 
in view of the fact that the allied powers 
have agreed to assist each other in the 
pressing of their claims against Ven- 
ezuela, there is the feeling that the reply 
of Germany, Great Britain and Italy 
should be unanimous. 

Before leaving this morning the Italian 
ambassador gave Secretary Hay every 
assurance that his government wished to 
act strictly in accord with President 
Roosevelt's interpretation of the Monroe 
doctrine. One of the comforting features 
of the day’s developments, to the official 
mind, was the receipt of an intimation 
that, so far as Great Britain was con- 
cerned, she was disposed to accept the 
view of.the state department here ag to 
the limitations of a ‘‘peaceful blockade.” 
That is to say, the disposition is to avoid 
interference with neutral merchant ship- 
ping where its movements do not give 
actual aid to the Venezuelan government. 

Cabinet Discusses Venezuela. 

President Roosevelt and his cabinet had 
one of the most extended and important 
meetings today that has been held this 
fall. Foreign affairs practically  con- 
sumed the entire time of the session. The

its phases. From an authoritative source 
the information is obtained that there 
will be no recession on the part of this

It can be stated authoritatively that no 
apprehension exists in the minds of any 
of the administration officials that se- 
rious trouble growing out of it will ac- 
crue to this country. It is believed that 
both Great Britain and Germany will act 
within the arrangement which originally 
was presented to this government, and 
to which the United States passively as- 
sented.

Washington, December 16.—(Special.)— 
“From a measley, little individual with 
no standing, Castro has, through the 
sinking of two small ships, become the 
idol of the western world.” 4 

This, the summary of the attitude to- 
ward the Venezuelan president given me 
by a member of the cabinet immediately 
after today’s session at the white house. 
Castro has jumped into prominence as 
the issue which may lead this govern- 
rsent into most serious complications.

ARBITRATION SCHEME. 
SEEMS 10 BE HOPELESS 


German Kaiser and King Edward 
Want To’ Keep Hammering 
Their Little Adversary Un- 
til He Begs Them 
To Let Up.

Caracas, December 16.—The Ital- 
ian minister to Venezuela, Signor 
de Hiva, has received orders from 
Rome to leave Caracas tomorrow 
morning. He will go on board the 
Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan at 
La Guayra. 

Signor de Riva, the Italian minis- 
ter, presented Itdly’s ultimatum to 
Venezuela at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 


Signor De Riva has been instructed by 
his government to present to the govern- 
ment of Venezuela Italy’s demand for the 


{immediate payment of $542,000 to meet 


the Italian claims arising from former 
revolutions, in the form of an ultimatum. 
As it is known that the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment cannot pay the amount demand- 
ed, the communication to the minister 
includes orders to leave Venezuela at 
once. The ultimatum from Italy is 
couched in stronger terms -than those 
used in the yltimatums presented to Vene- 
zuela by Great Britain and Germany. 
Italy will take part in future demonstra- 
uons agaist. Venezuela. 

The interests of Italy In Venezuela will 
be placed in the hands of United States 
Minister Bowen: The Italian colony in 
Oaracas is a very numerous one. The 
Italian shfeld over the legation door will 
be removed: from the butiding and in- 
structions will be sent to all Italian con- 
sulgs in Vénezuela to remove the shields 
over their consulates. This step» will be 
taken in order that the rupture between 
Italy and Venezuela..may be apparent. 

Italy’s ultimatum’ had-not:been deliv- 
ered at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
Venezuelan government was not aware 
at that Hour that the Italian minister 
had ,receitved instructions to present an 
ultimatum and leave Caracas, 

A goyernment official remarked to a 
representative of the Associated Press 
today that the United States and France 
are the only powers who do not attack 
Venezuela. 

It was learned at the foreign office 
here today that the proposal of arbitra- 
tion made by President Castro through 
Mr. Bowen specifies no terms and pro- 
poses tO arbitrate all pending questions. 
An answer to the proposal is anxiously 
awaited here. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon Caracas wa3 
calm and there had been no change m 
the situation. The foreign residents are 
beginning to regain confidence and have 
reopened their offices and stores,

General Opinion Is That While the 
Powers Have Been : Strenuous, 
They Have Not Made One 
Mark on the Monroe 
Doctrine. 


Washington, December 16.—The Vene- 
zuelan question occupied the attentioon of 
the senate.in executive session today for 
almost an hour. The ~uestion came up in- 
formally almost immediately after the 
house was excluded. Senator Teller, dis- 
claiming all intention of being critical 
and saying he merely desired information, 
asked Senator Cullom, chairman of the 
committee of foreign relations, what in- 
formation he possessed as to the Vene- 
zuelan affairs. Mr. Teller in inquiring 
Said*that the situation is such that sen- 
ators felt that the Monroe doctrine at 
any time: might become involved if the 
complication should continue. 

Senator Cullom replied to the inquiry 
that he had no knowledge of recent events 
not contained in the public prints. 
Messrs. Bacon, Hoar, Lodge and Stewart 
all made remarks. In none of. the ad- 
dresses was anything harsh or critical 
said. There was a general agreement 
that while the means adopted by Great 
Britain and Germany for.the collection of 
their debts had been quite strenuous, 
they thus far had committed no infringe- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine and there- 
fore had done nothing to whicu tae United 
States could take exception. 


Pogition of Cullom. 

This wag the position of Senator Cul- 
lom, as it was of other senators who 
spoke. Mr. Cullom said that much light 
as to the attitude of the administration 
could be obtained by consulting the cor- 
respondence between the state department 
and the German ambassador a vear ago. 
He then called attention to tne fact that 
on December 10, 1901, the representative of 
Emperor William had brought the mat- 
ter of Venezuela’s debts and her apparent 
indifference to them to the attention of 
the secretary of state. 

The German ambassador in his letter 
gave the department complete itnforma- 
tion from the German sfandpoint of the 
position of uis government. i.e said that 
for seven years Vet.ezuela had fafled to 
pay interest-on a dcot to German citizens 
of about 95,000,000, contracted in the con- 
struction of a railroad, and that tn addi- 
tion there were other debts umounting to 
about $1,700,000 due German citizens from 
Venezuela which it had proved impossible 
to collect. He added that every -known 
peaceable means had been tried to secure 
the money and that his government, feel- 
ing that patience had ceased to be a 
virtue had decidéd to use coercive Means 
It was desired, however, he said. that it 
should be explicitly understood that what- 
ever steps might be taken by his country 
there was no desire to encroach on or in- 
terfere with the Monroe ‘doctrine.. This 
explanation, he added, he thought was 
due the United States, as the only purpose 
of his government wag to assist its people 
in collecting debts.due them. Secretary 
Hay replied December 16, 1991. saying in 
effect that the Monroe doctrine was not 
intended to shield any American nation 
from the payment of its honest debts ang 
that its purpose was to prevent the ac- 
quisition. of territory by old world na- 
tions. :

The increase in bank clearings from 
January 1 up to and including vesterday, 
as compared with those of the same. 
period last year, wae $17,903,540.10. 

This is the greatest showiyz in the 
history of the Atlanta Clearing House As- 
sociation, and demonstrates beyond eavil 
that this city is fast becoming one of 
the financial centers of the country. 

The tota' clearings for the eleven 
months and sixteen days of the present 
year amounted to $124,509,963.15, while for 
the same length of time in 1901 the clear- 
ings a@e@e¢fegated $106,601,423.0, which, at 
that time, was considered phenomenal! in 
local banking circles. 

A year ago the money market was much 
more favorable than during the last 
twelve months, but in spite of that fact, 
Atianta clearings have increased with a 
leap and bound that have been well nigh 
sensational. 

Hnormous business has been done by 

the local banks this year, and monthly 
recorde have been smashed time and 
again. At times the increases have been 
gradual, an@ again they have soared 
away ‘with almost inconceivable quick- 
ness. 
The tota] clearings or the two weeks and 
two days ending yesterday, were $7,963,- 
067,07, while the clearings for the corres- 
ponding two weeks and two days jast 
year amounted to $7,572,944.40, which Was 
an increase for 1902 of $390,122.67. 

This great increase was registered de- 
spite the demoralization of the stock 
market caused by the heavy export of 
gold and the high price of money. While 
other cities have suffered by reason of 
these conditions, Atlanta, seemingly, has 
been but little affected. 

During the first two weeks of December 
last year the money market was very 
much more favorable than it has been 
recently, and the big increase over 1901 
is, therefore, a matter of congratulation 


among the bankérs of this city. 


Scranton, Pa., December 16.—Notwith- 
standing the fact that the mine workers 
announced yesterday that they had 
closed their case with the exception of 
calling one more witness, the entire two 
sessions of the strike commission today 
were consumed in hearing three witnesses 
for the men. They were John’ C.. Had- 
dock, an individual. operator: Rev. Dr. 
Peter Roberts, who is assisting the 
miners, and President Samuel Gompérs, 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
The principal point in Mr. Haddock’s 
testimony was that he favored giving 
the mine workers cencessions under cer- 
tain conditions. President Gompers tes- 
tied a8 an expert ‘on the trade union 
movement. He created a stir when he 
strongly implied during his examination 
that the coal companies are responsible 
for bringing immigrants to the coal re- 
gions. When one of the lawyers for the 
coal confpanies asked him if he knew. it 
from personal .knowledge, the said he 
could prove it if necessary. 

The miners made another attempt | to- 
day to have the commission admit as 
evidence a large mass of testimony tend- 
ing to show. that the anthracite. coal- 
carrying roads charge extortionate and 
discriminating freight rates and that a 
monopoly exists in the anthracite mining 
industry which keeps the wages of men 
at an unnaturally low level. The com- 
mission again decided that the evidence ‘ 
must be limited to the scope of tlhe 
commission, and that if it did take up 
the claims made in the evidence pro- 
posed to be submitted, the justifiableness 
of the mine workers’ demands would still 
remain. 

Chairman Gray, who is taking an es- 
pecial interest in boycotts, asked Mr. 
Gompers what he thought of such meth- 
ods. The witness said he would boycott 
any person that is unfair to his work- 
men, but would not boycott a man who 
chose to do business with the person 
that is boycotted, , 

Mr. Gompers was then cross-examine 
by James Torrey, counsel of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company. Mr. Torrey 
asked the witness if he did not believe 
that members of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America should be 21 years of age 
and able to read and write before they 
are admitted to. membership in the 
union.

They are brought 
here by the companies and the labor 
union must protect them and see that 
they get their rights.”

Washington, December 16.—(Spectul.)— 
The story in The Constitution of the 
trip which Thomas Fortune is making to 
Hawali and the Philippines as a special 
commissioner to investigate conditions, 
presumably in the interest of negro 
cclonization, has stirred up considerable 
discussion among the southerners in con- 
gress. 

Senator Morgan has been interviewed 
as favoring negro colonization. ‘His ut- 
terances have called from Senator Till- 
man today some highly characteristic 
comment. Tillman says negro coloniza- 
tion is an iridescent dream, and in dis- 
cussing Senator Morgan's remarks says: 

“It seems we can never get beyond the 
penetrating stink of this ‘lily-white,’ 
‘black and tan’ business which is con- 
tinually popping up in one form or an- 
other. I am in favor of giving the negro 
his rights and then eliminating him from 
politics, with the educational question 
and colonization schemes following close 
in the rear. I tell you, none of these 
plans will ever succeed. Say that the 
negroes are taken to the Philippines; 
there will be the cost of transportation 
to the Pacific coasi, of the ocean voyage, 
of,the erection of some temporary habi- 
tation till they are able to provide for 
themselves. If this is all the government 
intends to do for them, the item of ex- 
pense would be something enormous, It 
would be necessary to tax the people to 
the Point of oppression.” 

Senator Tillman figures that promises 
of paradise might induce two million ne- 
groes to go, but there would still remain 
seven million to keep alive the race 
problem. He thinks colonization talk is 
like the ‘‘forty acres and a mule’ scheme 
of the reconstruction days. 


Charges Against Arnold Removed. 

Representatives Livingston and Adam- 
son have succeeded in having removed 
the charges against John W. Arnold, Jr., 
of Walton county, who is especial agent 
under the rural delivery branch of the 
postoffice depatment. Arnold is very well 
known in Georgia, where he has done a 
great deal of work establishing new 
routes. He was charged with irregular- 
ity in connection with the examination 
of applicants for carriers’ places and it 
is said played favorites. The charges 
against him have been held for some 
time, and it looked as if he had incurred 
the displeasure of his superiors to a fatal 
extent, but his neck has been saved.

TO DO NOTHING 


Morgan Crilicises Sums Paid 
Isthmian Canal Commiss‘on, 


Members Have Been Drawing $1,000 
a Month for.Twenty-nine Months, 
but Have Spent Only Six 
‘Weeks of That Time in 


Nicaragua. 


Washington, December 16.—In the sen- 
ate today Mr. Dillingham concluded his 
remarks in opposition to the omnibus 
statehood bfll, and by unanimous con- 
sent it was agreed that there should be 
no further discussion of the measure 
until the senate reconvened on Jan- 
uary 6. 

Mr. Teller wanted to submit some re- 
marks in reply, he said, to the slanders 
of the committee on territories and of 
Mr. Dillingham, but senators insisted 
that the agreement not to further dis- 
cuss the bill should be adhered to. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, criticised the 
salaries paid the isthmian canal commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Morgan asked that his bill fixing 
‘the salaries of the isthmian canal com- 
mission at $5,000 a year be referred to the 
committee on interoceanic canals. He 
said he had been informed that the 
present commissioners were paid $1,000 a 
month each, and that their service had 
extended over twenty-nine and a half 
months. 

In response to an inquiry from Mr. 
Hale, Mr. Morgan said that out of the 
twenty-nine and a half months the com- 
mission had spent six weeks in Nica- 
ragua and two weeks in Panama. 

“That is a very remarkable atatement,”’ 
said Mr. Hale. 

“It is a true one,’’ replied Mr. Morgan, 
“and shows the necessity of our doing 
something to regulate these eKpenses.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Morgan said it was 
neccessary, ‘‘in advance of striking one 
lick’”’ On that canal, to make such ‘pro- 
vision ag will prevent the United States 
from running into the horrible iniquities 
vf the old Panama Canal Company as 
well as the new one. He said there had 
been spent on that canal $260,000,000, and 
there was nothing to show for it except 
two-fifths of a ditch dug there, which 
was filled up to a large extent.

At the opening of the session bills 
were passed to authorize the Southwest 
Louisiana Rice Growers’ Association to 
construct a lock and dam to the mouth 
of Bayou Vermillion and to authorize the 
Rice, Irrigation and Improvement Cum- 
pany of Louisiana to construct a dam 
at the mouth of Mermentou river. 

Mr. Wadsworth, of New York, then 
called up the bill to transfer from the 
treasury department to the secretary of 
agriculture the power to make regula- 
tions to suppress and extirpate danger- 
ous and contagious diseases among live 


stock. 

The bill was passed without division. 

The house then went into commaittee 
of the whole and resumed the -consid- 
eration of tthe legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill.

replies: 

Lima, Peru, December 16.—The news- 
papers of Peru are in favor of collective 
action in support of Venezuela by all 
the South American republics. The Pe- 
ruvian government, however, is not dis- 
posed to take any action in the matter.

La Paz, Bolivia, December 16.—While 
the Bolivian government is not preparing 
to take any steps to assist Venezuela 
in the present crisis, the newspapers of 
Bolivar express themselves in favor of 
some joint action on the part of all 
republics of South America in support 
of Venezuela against the allied powers. 

San Salvador, Salvor, December 16.— 
The newspapers here are urging the 
South American republics to support 
Venezuela, but the government of Salva- 
dor ts not likely to take any action. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, December 16.—The 
news of the bombardments of the forts 
at Puerto Cabello has further excited the 
Ecuadorans, who were already greatly 
incensed at the sinking of the Venezuelan 
ships. More than three thousand per- 
sons paraded the streets last night car- 
rying Ecuadofan, Mexican and various 
South American flags. Many patriotic 
speeches were delivered in favor of a 
Latin-American alliance. Perfect order 
prevailed. The government is not likely 
to take any action, however. The news- 
papers here continue to protest at the 
action taken by Germany and Great 
Britain. They further assert that the 
Monroe doctrine is only used when it 
suits the United States to appeal to it. 

Buenos Ayres, Argentina, December. 16. 
The government of Argentina officially 
denies the reports that it contemplates 
intervening in the dispute bétween Ven- 
ezuela and the allied powers. The news- 
papers are protesting against the action 
of the fleets of the allies. 

Santiago de Chile, December 16.—Owing 
to the great distance separating the two 
countries little is known here regarding 
the origin of the difference between Ven- 
ezuela and the allied powers. But the 
government and people of Chile deplore 
the events which have fed the sister 
republic into a serious situation. The 
Chilean government, however, has de- 
cided on complete abstention from any 
action. Chile’s principle has always been 
to pay her debts, and it is held here that 
Venezuela ought to do the same. At the 
Same time general opinion !s frankly 
against the action of the great powers in 
treating a weaker country in such a man- 
ner. It is claimed that the question in 
dispute should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and it is held that the United States 
shou intervene in any amicable man- 
ner. 

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, December 16.—Tha’ 


| Brazilian govtrnment is absolutely indif- 


ferent in regard to the Venezuela trou- 
bles. High officials and prominent men 
here do not sympathize with President 
Castro. 

Panama, Colombia, December 16.—On 
occount of his having helptd the Colom- 
bian revolutionists, President Castro. of 
Venezuela, has no friends in the Colom- 
bilan government. 

Influential members of the gevernment 
in Panama side with Ventguela in the 
present difficulty and hope that the 
United States will not allow Europe to 
trample upon that country’s rights. 
Should this be done it is believed that the 
future of Latin-America would be tth- 
dangered. Government officials here be- 
lieve the time for the application of the 
Monroe doctrine has arrived.

Intérest of southern amateur athletes 
and interest in soitithern intercollegiate 
athletics is at this time centered in the 
meeting of the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Associatidn which ‘will be held 
fat the Tech next Saturday. 

Many ‘matters of “{mportance to the 
association will come up* for considera- 
tion at this meeting and it bids fair to 
be one of the most iImportani in the 
history of the association.. Among other 
things several changes in the present 
constitution will be considered, and it is 
altogether likely that this instrument will 
be so changed that the Jawa in the asso- 
ciation will be even more stringent than 
they are at this time. 

The committee on constitutional revi- 
sion is composed of Dr. W:. L. Dudley, 
of Vanderbilt; Vice Chancellor Wiggins, 
of the University of the South, and Dr. 
Charles I. Baskerville, of the University 
of North Carolina. It is thought that 
Dr. Baskerville will resign his position 
in the association, since North Carolina 
is no longer in the association, There is 
some talk of his successor being named 
from the University of Georgia. 

One question of interest to all the col- 
leges that aré now members of the as- 
sociation will be that of allowing a man 
to play on a team the first year he is a 
member of the college. There is likely 
to be an effort to have a rule passed 
allowing a man to play en a team the 
first year he is in the college, provided 
he has come from 3 preparatory school 
or some other university. This will 
doubtless meet with failure so far as 
the prep school is eoncerned, but a very 
strict construction will be»xplaced on the 
rule as it now stands.

The members of the committee on en- 
tertainment from the Georgia School of 
Technology are Professor C, K. Francis, 
Professor Wallace, Professor Jennings, 
Professor Bailey and Dr. Jackson.

There will be representatives from 
Georgia, Vanderbilt, Tech, Sewanee, Au- 
burn, Louisiana State university, Texas 
and Tulane, besides other southern in- 
stitutions of prominence.

Whether or not tne Monroe | 
‘will embroil the United States into a 
belligerent attitude toward the Buro- 
pean powers that are at present en- 
gaged in menacing Venezuela’s auton- 
omy, there are characteristically lurid 
Latin indications that the several re- 
publics of South and Central America 
will not long remain passive specta- 
tors of their sister republic’s ruthless 
spoliation. 

Argentina, one of the most progres- 
sive and strongest South American 
states, is said to be prepared to fight 
shoulder to shoulder with Venezuela 
if the red besom of war sweéps the 
shores of the Cartbbean, and Chile, the 
leading fighting nation on the southern 
continent, is said to be forming the 
same herdic resolution. From all the 
South and Central American capitals 
come reports of the wildest patriotic 
outbursfS on the part of the populace, 
and there is a wel? grounded belief 
that things are rapidly shaping toward 
the compact formation of a bellicose 
alliance of all these Latin-American 
states, with ‘the possible inclusion of 
Mexico. Such an alliance would be 
logical enough, and numerically it 
would not be altogether despicable. 
The contempt these mercurial gov- 
ernment have excited in the past, on 
account of their turbulent weakness, is 
not so well founded in latter-day con- 
ditions. Some of them have quite re 
spectable modern navies—notably 
Chile—and nearly all of them have a 
large equipment of small arms. The 
frequently recurring revolution’ have

taught the Spanish-Americans the use 
of the Mauser and Springfield, and 
while their courage and endurance 
may not be of the highest quality, 
they are fighting men by practice and 
temperament. In’ taking a poke at 
Venezuela, England and Germany may 
not have anticipated the contingency 
of bringing upon their heads the entire 
swarm from the whole South Ameri- 
can hornets’ nest. 

Geographically, racially and politi- 
cally there afe abundant reasons why 
these weak republics should stand to- 
gether as an armed unit against just 
such a patriotic calamity as is threat- 
ened in Venezuela. The question of 
debt-collecting by an overawing show 
of force is merely an incident in the 
matter, and must, under such flagrant 
circumstances, be regarded as very 
much of a pretext. As Argentina has 
suggested, the autonomy’ of all Latin- 
American states is jeopardized when 
an European power can make debt- 
collecting punitive to the degree of 
opening war without respect for inter- 
national ethics and wresting sover- 
eignty from the debtor state, even as 
a temporary expedient. 

To politically subjugate Venezuela 
and subvert her domestic govern- 
ment, even for the time being only, as 
a means of appropriating her revenues 
for the benefit of her creditors, would 
be to make a byword and a mockery 
of the Monroe doctrine, but even if the 
United States is not moved to make a 
protest, the weak republics would be 
lost to the very principle of  self- 
preservation if they did not make com- 
mon cause with Venezuela again«t her 
lawless oppressors. For this reason 
the contemplated South and Central 
American alliance is imperative -as 
well as logical. The hot blood of the 
Spanish-Americans would be quic« to 
adopt that kind of a defensive policy, 
regardless of consequences, and from 
present indications there is a_pros- 
pect of a general South American war, 
unless arbitration is resorted to or 
the United States intervenes. 

It is difficult to see how the United 
States government can maintain its 
neutrality, even in the present stage 
of the Venezuelah imbroglio. The Mon- 
roe doctrine_is threatened, and howev- 
er disreputable Castro’s pocket bor- 
ough may be in the estimation of the 
rest of the world, it is not to be over- 
run by European soldiery and re- 
duced to a condition of vassalage to 
European powers, bécause of mone- 
tary delinquency, without justly claim- 
ing the protection of that time-honored 
and prudent doctrine. A Latin-Ameri- 
can alliance to back Venezuela would 
soon make the great North American 
republic show its hand.

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Public Land and Frauds. 

Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock’s 
warning against the fraudulent prac- 
tices resorted to by cattlemen io ac- 
quire title to large bodies of public 
land in the west is shown to have 
been timely and well founded by the 
revelations brought to light by the 
federal grand jury in session at 
-@maha, Nebr. It would seem that the 
frauds complained of have been of a 
wholesale nature, and it is estimated 
that within the past year, in Nebraska 
alone, 1,000,000 acres of the public do 
main have been fraudulently filed upon 
for homestead, and other millions of 
acres have been stolen in the same 
manner, within a very few years, in 
oiner plain and mountain states of the 
west. 

As is well understood ‘y people fa- 
miliar with conditione on the bald 
prairies of the west, for some fifteen 
years past a bitter struggle has been 
in progress between the settler and 
the cowman for the undisputed pos- 
session of the country. The former 
wants to develop his claim agricultu- 
rally, while the latter wants the land 
to remain in its virgin state for free 
pasturage. During the latter half of 
the eighties it looked as if the home- 
steader had the better of the contest,

Knowing that they would continue

of five years. Agents of the cattle 
syndicates scoured the whole United 
States persuading such widows to 
make entry upon such lands as best 
suited the purposes of the conspira- 
tors. These widows have signed away 
in advance their final proof papers, 
for a nominal consideration, any sum 
being looked upon as a windfall. The 
cattle companies, of course, will be 
the beneficiaries, and if their plan: are 
not frustrated, they will soon own 
vast areas of the public domain for 
@ song. 

While it is true that much of this 
land can never be made to grow crops 
without irrigation, and the irrigation 
of it seems to be rtierly impracticable, 
there is a right way to acquire title to 
it, and the rights of the American 
homesteader must be respected and 
protected against public land thieves 
of whatever sp.cies. In former years 
the railroads were the greatest of- 
fenders against the spirit of the United 
States homestead laws. This latest 
scheme to appropriate to private own- 
ership whole townships and counties 
of raw prairie land, amounts to a na- 
tional scandal, and the interior depart- 
ment of the government must ferret 
out the rascals implicated in the in- 
famous plot, if its management would 
escape an avalanche of popular cen- 
sure.

Arguments Are Heard by Judge 
Grosscup at Chicago. 

Chicago, Décember 16.—The noted “beef 
trust’’ case was again revived today in 
arguments before Judge P. 8. Crosscup 
in the United States circuit court. 

In the demurrer, which was filed in 
August, the packers assert that the bill 
for an injunction is “rmultifarious’’ and 
does not refer to any offense with suffi- 
cient particularity to constitute a viola- 
tion of the United States statutes. 

Attorney John 8. Milter. representing 
the packers, declared that the bill does 
not place any restraint of interstate or 
foreign commerce, and that the ship- 
ment of commodities by the packers to 
their agents in another state does not 
constitute interstate commerce. 

The acts of the packers, he said. were 
in furtherance of trade rather than in 
restraint.

Professor F. de Martens, the 

great Russian international juriet and 
the récipient last week d&thé Nobel prize 
for having done the most during the past 
year of any living man for the peace of 
nations, gives his view of the present 
Venezuela situation and its pelation to 
the Monroe doctrine. His words cannot 


‘fail to be interesting. He says: 


“The famous doctrine of Monroe, called 


into existence by the necessity of setting 
a limit to the mania of interference 
which came into fashion among the 
great powers of Europe at the beginning 
of the last century, has been c¢ 

from being an instrument of defense 
into a kind of dynamite bomb that may 
explode at any moment and in any place. 
All depends on the discretion of the 
Washington government, in whose hands 
the Monroe doctrine is a convenient ex- 
pedient for securing the estrangqment of 
all European influence within the limits 
of the entire American continent. It 
seems to me that it is very difficult to 
foresee all the complications that may 
result from the present exaggerated ap- 
plication of fhis political doctrine. The 
responsibility undertaken by the United 
States in relation to those nations who 
may have any interest in the American 
continent is great beyond measure. Any 
such interest may serve as.an excuse for 
creating all kinds of collision. In propor- 
tion as the political’ relations of North 
America become more complicated, will 


there be all the greater reason for fear- 


ing and anticipating pretexts for con- 
flicts, the final result and issue of which 
mo one can foresee. 

“Contemporary American imperialism 
must serve as an unavoidable incentive 
to the most unexpected and unlooked for 
political complications. The seizure of 
Porto Rico and the Philippine islands 
contributed to the glorification of Ameri- 
can courage and prowess. But the an- 
nexation of fresh territory does not nec- 
essarily bring profit to the conquerors. 
Only those conguests form a real and 
solid basis for the development of the 
living forces of the conquerors which 
become incorporated with their very flesh 
and blood and form an organic part of 
their possessions. If the conquest is lim- 
ited to the establishment of absolute 
power over the annexed territory, with- 
out its having been incorporated into 
the kingdom of the conquerors, the only 
possible result will be a subjugation that 
has to be maintained by a crushing 
physical force. 

“J do not presume to judge what will 
be the ultimate fate of these annexations 
made by the United States. Still less do 
I count myself competent to decide the 
constitutional questions raised by these 
annexations, and the necessity they im- 
pose on America of governing and ad- 
ministering her newly conquered prov- 
inces, 

‘‘There can, however, be no doubt that 
these new problems in relation to an- 
nexed territories must call forth new 
p¢tlitical interests, and require new means 
and methods for their retention. The part 
of “citizen of the world’’ cannot be 
played without incurring heavy expendi- 
ture and sacrifices. And, therefore, the 
war budget of the United States has al- 
ready augmented with surprising rapid- 
ity, nor is there a man who can tell us 
when the limits of this augmentation will 
have been reached, 

“All these recent facts in the life of the 
great American republic are very striking 
proofs of her power and vitality. But it 
may be permitted to doubt whether 
Americans, in the sphere of interna- 
tional conquests and in the presence of 
the militarism that such annexations 
must give birth to, can gain such brilliant 
results as they have already won by thefr 
conquests in the peaceful sphere of com- 
merce and trade, It is also doubtful if 
the laurels of war can profitably replace 
the laurels won in bloodless contests in 
the Kingdom of peaceful and productive 
labor, 

“However this may be, it seems to me 
that the historical mission of the United 
States has been fully defined in the course 
of their two hundred years’ existence. 
They have afforded a brilliant example 
of the almost fabulous development of al! 
the living forces of a people by means 
of peaceful labor ana the continued cultt- 
vation of those great principles on which 
ae political and social life was orig- 
nally founded.’’

Alabama’s Pension Laws. 

Editor Constitution: I see from frequent 
editorials in your paper that you insist 
whon pensions to confederate soldiers 
being based upon tndigency or, to express 
it differently, mot upon the mere fact 
of service, but upon the actual condition 
and necessities of the applicant. 

Alabama bases her pension system on 
this principle. As I am a member of tho 
board for this county I thought it mignt 
De a matter of some interest to Bive a 
brief statement of our law on the sub- 
ject. There is a pension board for every 
county composed of two persons, a con- 
federate soldier and a practicing phy- 
sician. This bohrd meets once a year, 
after due notice given, to pass upon the 
eligibility of applicants. He must make 
proof of service, by two witnesses, under 
oath. Must satisfy the board that he 
did mot desert. If he has an ineome 
of #00 a year, or property, real or per- 
Sonal, or both, amounting to $400 he is 
excluded. Or if applicant is penniless 
and enjoys good health and is able to 
make @ support he is excluded. S80 he 
must really neéd help before the state 
comes to hig relief. 

Then there is a state board that meets 
at Montgomery after all the county 
boards have acted. This board receives 
and reviews the work of the county 
boards, indorsing or rejecting the recom- 
mendation made in each particular case. 
Decision of this board is final.

Changes in the Tax Act. 
publishing the general tax act, 
passed by the general assem- 
bly, several days ago, a couple 
of important amendments to  séec- 
tions @and 10.' were overlooked. on 
account of the fact that the bill had not 
been enrolled and there were so many 
amendments as to be confusing. 

Section 9, relating to telephone, tele- 
graph and express companies, was 
amended so as to deduct from the 2% 
per cent on gross receipts, which they 
now have to pay, the amount they will 
have to pay as ad valorem taxes on their 
property and on their fratichises. 

Section 10 was amended so as to make 
the tax on. sewing machine agents $10, 
and so as to remove the exemption of 
sewing machine companies from county 
and municipal taxation. 

The amended sections are as follows: 
Sec, 9. Be if further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That all express, including 
railroad companies doing an express, tele- 
phone or telegraph business, and all telephone 
or telegraph companies, person or persons do- 
ing an express, telegraph or telephone btisi- 
ness, through their president, general man- 
ager or agent having control-of the company’s 
affaires In this state; shall be required to 
make returns of all property of said com- 
rany located tn this state to the comptroller gen- 
eral, and the lew now of force providing for the 
taxation of railroads in thie etate shall be 
applicable to the assessment and collection

refusing to permit a bonfire to be 
made of the canceled bonds and coupons 
in the state treasury vaults in the capi- 
tol, I cannot see,’’ remarked a promi- 
nent state house official. 

“The-bill as passed by the senate pro- 
vided for a commission composed of the 
governor, treasurer and comptroller gen- 
eral to superintend the burning of this 
useless and worthless mass of paper. lit 
is practically impossible that there would 
be any collusion in such a commission as 
that, and if there were it would be neces- 
sary to destroy the treasury books at the 
same time, and that, of course, could not 
be done. 

“These old bonds and coupons are now 
uhder the governor's Beal, and no one can 
open them for any purpose except the 
governor. They have completely fliled up 
the treasury vault in the basement and 
are fast consuming al! the spare room 
in the upper vault. These bonds and 
coupons are no longer needed as vouchers 
for the treasurer, as was suggested by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb. Nearly all of them 
went info the vaults under treasurers 
who have since died. | 

“Bither one of two things will soon be 
necessary: .The legislature will have to 
consent to the burning of these bonds or 
appropriate money to put in a new treas- 
ury vault, as the lack of sufficient room 
is even now a serious problem.”

HODGE'S FIGHT 
ON STEEL TRUST 


His Lawyer Claims That Pier- 
pont Morgan Did Not Act © 
Fairly, 


New Yotk, December 16.—The argument 
fo Edward B. Whitney, attorney for J. 
Aspinwall Hodge, before the New Jersey 
court of errors and appeals to restrain 
‘the execution of the United States Steel 
corporation’s $250,000,000 stock ‘eonversion 
plan, was made public today. 

Mr. Whitney contends that the directors 
of the incorporation had plenty of time 
after the granting of injuction by Vice 
Chancellor Emery to call a new meet- 
ing of stockholders early in December to 
ratify the conversion plan, but he sub- 
mits that the reason this course was not 
pursued was that the proxies of the 
stockholders could not. have been obtain- 
ed a second time. His reason for this be- 
lief, he said, is that the stockholders now 
know what they did not know last April, 
namely that instead of voting for a 
prompt issue of $250,000,000 of bonds for 
underwriting which they were to pay J. 
P. Morgan & Co., a 4 per cent cummis- 
sion they were procuring only a $100,000,- 
000 issue, While J. FP. Morgan was se- 
curing an option on $150,000,000 to the det- 
riment of the company, but to a pDosal- 
ble advantage to themselves’ so great as 
to make the $10,000,000 commission. in- 
significant. 

According to Mr. Whitney’s argument 
the preferred stockholders were divided 
iby the scheme into three classes, the first 
consisting of J. P. Morgan & Ca., to 
whom the bonds were offered at 96, the 
second of persons selected by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., who Were to pay 96 4-5, and 
the third of the other preferred stock- 
holders who were to pay 10. ’ 

The argument contains an attack upon 
the valuation of $492,566,100 mut on the 
Carnegie company’s property by thé 
United States Steel corporation, which 
sum, according to Mr. Whitney, is $34,- 
000,000 in excess of the real value of the 
property. In connecting with the value of 
the ‘corporation’s assets, Mr. Whitney 
says: , 

“All through the affidavits submitted 
by the defendants it is clear that their 
basis of valuation is the monopoly value 


of its company’s business, considered as a 
growing concern, in relations to its pres- 


‘ent management and the earnings which 


it can

perity.”’

THIS TEST CASE 
~ IS IMPORTANT 


Judge Newman To Decide 
the Proper Classification 
of Due Bills, 


An interesting test case will come up 
before Judge Newman in the United 


States court this morning, the outcome 
of which is being watched with consid- | 
erable interest by the officers of financial | 
institutions all over the state. 

The case revolves about the question of 
whether due bills are promissory notes, 
and much money hangs on the answer to 
that poser. 

Under the Spanish-American war reve- 
nue tax act of 1898 promissory notes were 
made taxable, and by the internal reve- 
nue collectars this-was construed as em- 
bracing due bills, and a levy was ac- 
cordingly made. The particular case be- 
fore the court is that of the Southern 
Bank of the State of Georgia, located 
at Savannah, against H. A. Rucker, in- 
terna] revenue collector. The amount in- 
volved is $689.25. The company contends 
that this sum, which was paid as a tax 
on due bills held by the bank, should 
not have been paid out for the reason 
that these bills were not promissory 
notes, 

It will be contended by the counsel for 
the government that this class of assets 
come within the scope of the war tax 
act and there the issue is made. Al- 
though the amount in this test case is 
small in itself, yet the aggregate amount 
that may be involved in the event the 
contentions of the bank are sustained by 
the court will run up into the thousands, 
for due bills of a large number of bank- 
ing institutions were similarly taxed. 

If the Southern bank should win its 
case it is more than likely that all the 
other banks that have paid taxes on due 
bills will immedlately file petition to have 
the various amounts refunded. There- 
fore, the case is one of wide scope, and 
is attracting considerable attention. 

The bank ‘will be represented in court 
today by Colonel George A. Mercer, of 
Savannah, and Attorney Eugene Black, 
of Atlanta, while District Attorney An- 
gier and Assistant District Attorneys 
Bell and Camp will appear for the gov- 
ernment.

of the book stores yeserday. 

“What do you mean?” she was asked. 

“Mr. ‘So-and-So" asked me what books 
to’ send. a young lady friend Christmas, 
and’ I replied: ‘Send her Balzac—he 
seems to be more than ever the rage since 
people are beginning to effect lectures on 
Balzac’s philosophy.’ 

“*But should Baizac’s novels be placed 
in the hands of even the thoughtful young 
woman ”’ 

“Why not?’ I asked, and what a lec- 
ture I received! 

“ “Because the women he draws are 
certainly not models that any young wom- 
an should imitate,’ he replied. severely, 
‘and why in selecting books should we not 
choose those that contain nothing that 
we would not be willng for tha young 
woman to accept In toto?’ 

“IT saw it was up to me to defend my-

self and Balzac, too, so I took advantage | 


of the fact I was older than he and reas- 
oned: 

““Frst, because the young woman is 
neither a machine doll nor a ch®%d.

I Consequence Jerome Has 
Lewisohn Put Under Arrest 


Lewissohn Refuses To Tell About the 
Operations in Richard Canfield’s 
Gambling House—Writ of 
Habeas Corpus for the 
Banker. 


New York, December 16—The secret 
inquiry by District Attorney Jerome be- 
fore Justice Wyett, of the court of spe- 
cial sessions, aimed at Richard A. Can- 
field was held today. The district at- 
torney refused to say whom he had 
Summoned as witnesses, saying it would 
be a misdemeanor if he did so. A. A. 
Housman, the broker, who was in at- 
tendance, said he had given testimony 
to the effect that he had never been in 
Canfield’s place and was then excused. 

At the conclusion of the hearing a 
warrant Was issued and District Attor- 
ney Jerome announced that it was for 
the arrest of Jesse Lewissohn and that 
Mr. Lewissohn had been arrested. 

It was also announced that Mr. Lewis- 
Sohn’s attorneys had secured a writ of 
habeas corpus for their client and that 
a hearing would be had this afternoon. 
It is supposed that Mr. Lewissohn, who 
Is a member of a prominent banking 
firm, either refused to appear at the 
gambling inquiry or, {f he did appear, 
refused to answer questions put to him. 

Mr. Lewissohn was asked if he knew 
Canfield personally. He refused to reply 
to the question. Pending the argument 
in the proceedings instituted by Mr. Lew- 
issohn's counsel, the inquiry is suspended 
and will not be resumed, it is said, until 
the matter js settled by the supreme 
court. 

Jesse Lewissohn is a member of the 
firm of Lewissohn Bros., bankers, who 
oe heavily interested in copper min- 
ng. 

Harry Payne Whitney ‘and Mortimer 
Schiff, son of Jacob A. Schiff, head of the 
banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & Company, 
also appeared as witnesses. The former 
denied that he had ever been in Can- 
field’s place and was excused. An attor: 
ney appeared for Payne Whitney, for 
whom a subpoena was also issued, and 
Stated that his client was unable to re- 
spond on account cf illness, but would ap- 
pear later. 


ALDANY WILL 
VOTE ON BONDS 


Election on Monday To Decids on 
$40,000 Court House, 


Albany, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)— 
On next Monday the voters of Dough- 
erty county will again be called to the 
polis to decide whether there shall be an 
issue of $40,000 of bonds to provide for the 
erection of a new court house. Unusual 
interest centers in the election, and a 
large vote will be polled. In an election 
last June the bond issue was authorizea 
by a good margin, but the case was 
fought out in the courts, the supreme 
court finally holding the election invalid. 

This second elsction will bring out the 
opposing factions in full force, and the 
fight will be a warm one. The bond and 
anti-bond taxpayers have not been with- 
out personal feeling in the matter, and an 
unfortunate controversy in the loca!

Call Officer Covington investigated the 
condition.of Mrs. Barrett yesterday and 
found that her husband had deserted her 
a few days ago, leaving her with a baby 
boy only a few days old. She is so 
iii that she ts unable to. leave her 
bed. She is without food and fuel, and 
with no maney with’ which to buy need- 
ed medicines. Chief Ball stated that ho 
believed this to be a case of real want. 
as several reputable citizens also had 
spoken to him in regard to Mrs. Kar- 
rett’s condition. 

Another case was investigattd by Cail 
Officer Chandler yesterday and he re- 
ported to the chief that the family was 
in need of help. Mrs. E. C. Moore, of 
2% Corley alley, has been ill in bed for 
four weeks. She has four children, three 
girls and one boy. The two oldest girls 
work at a pants factory in the city and 
walk two miles every day to their work. 
They have betn supporting the family 
upon their earnings, but since their 
mother’s illness they have been reduced 
to almost destitute circumstances.

} tion, and said that he was bleeding at 


the mouth and nose. 

W. J. Rogers, who was held at the po- 
lice station till the «nvestigation was 
completed, and who gave the young man 
the opium, was released yesterday as soon 
as the coroner’s jury had rendered its 
verdict in the case.
